MAY END AUSTRIA

It the new Italian offensive devel-
ops Into a victorious major opera-
tion, military men here say It should
just about "put the finishing touches"
on Austria.

The offensive tar tn the nature of a
"claw" movement against Austria

ne talon is the armies fighting
acalnst Bulgaria, the other is the
Italian offensive. That this offensive
had not been developed sooner has
occasioned some surprise among au-

thorities here.
General Scrlven, War Department

observer in Italy and the Balkans,
is understood to have favored de-

velopment of this offensive, a"nd he
has had a following among other of-

ficers. Some, however, always have
been skeptical about the Italian situa-
tion in view of the nature of the
terrain and the extreme difficulty
Involved in any major operation.

The present operation appears to
have been staged under abominable
weather conditions. However, the
first reports show that the Italian,
French 'and British troops made
progress, and took a fair haul of
prisoners.

As viewed here, the operation must
be fought by Austriafos alone, for
Germany is in no position to with-
draw reserves from the west front.
And Austrian morale at the present
time is at its lowest ebb. Hence, if
this operation develops into a real
serious reverse for Austria, it should
prove to be the last straw for the
tottering dual monarchy, military

'men say.
The operation has not yet devel-

oped sufficiently far. however, to
make predictions as to its outcome
safe.

physical disabilities of the candidate.

This ruling will permit the trans-
fer to field service of many men now
engaged in special work in the army
httran In Washington. It is hoped... , h flnt. of the year all of
fleers physcially fit for service
abroad can be relieved from what
have become known as "swivel chair"
or "horns guard" positions.

IN ACTION; SISTER
HONORED AS NURSE
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MBS. HOBACB ALLEN,
Former Washington girl, and sow

a member of the American Ambu-
lance Hospital, decorated by the
French government for "devotion and
bravery under Jlre."

Mr. Steele, whose home is at 126
Eighteenth street northwest, has just
received a cablegram telling briefly the
news that Lieutenant Gwynne. a former
Washington school boy. was killed In
action on the western front last Satur- -
cas.

before this cablegram was
recelved Mr. Steele received word
that Mrs. Allrn had been decorateduy the French government "for de-

motion and bravery under fire" while
tervinr wiia we Amenun jvuiguuuicc
Hospital at Noye. Mrs. Allen at- -
tended a private school for girls here
while Lieutenant Gwynne was attend-
ing the Cathedral School with his
twin brother. Lieut. Ersklne Gwynne,
of the French artillery. Their mother,
Mrs. E. E. Gwynne, has been living
at Sevres, near Paris, for the past
ten years, but has made frequent
trips to Washington. She recently
turned Tier home Into a hospital for
American wounded.

The twin brothers were born in
Paris, twenty years ago, and were
educated in Washington, England, and
France. Upon the outbreak of the
war, Mrr. Gwynne and her sons came
to this cllr, but soon left for Eng-
land, where they worked in the mu-

nition plant at the Uppingham School.
In the fall of 1915. tbey returned to

raris. In 1017 young Edward Joined
the American aviation. His brother,
Erskinc, enlisted in the American
forces, became a sergeant and later
was honorably discharged. He later
received a commission in the French
army.

The grandfather, Franklin Steele,
has been a resident of Washington
forty years. He is a member of the
Metropolitan Club.

SWISS SEND ENVOY

FOR TRADE TREATY

Swiss Minister Sulrer will return to
the United States within a week, it was

learned here today. He will besln ne
gotiations with the War Trade Dourd
at once regarding a commercial ticaty
by which the allies will supply needed
foodstufts and certain materials to
Switzerland.

Switzerland Is now getting these
necessaries under the provisions of an
agreement which expired September 3),
but the allied governments have per
mitted arrangements fo continue pend
ing compiei.on of the nw treaty.

Allied representatives sit with War
Trade Board representatives in the de
liberations.

Germany has always exerted strong
pressure on Switzerland to get badly
needed war materials and the riiicf con
cern of the allies has been to safeguard
their commercial agreements so that no
silled exports to Switzerland could be
used to release other supplies for Gcr
many.

EXPLORER FINDS

NEW INDIAN TRIBE

Discovery of a new tribe of Indians
and three series of waterfalls In the
uncharted silvan of southwestern
Venezuela by Theodor de Iiooy. the
explorer, has been announced here.

The discoveries were made In the
Sierra de Perija regions, near the
Brazilian and Colombian frontiers.

Several American explorers are
planning extensive trips Into the
Jrazlllan and Colombian wilds and
the unpenetrated Andean 'regions of
South America after the war.

700 ROADS ACCEPTED

Director General McAdoo has ap
proved the form of contract to be en
tered Into between the short line rail
roads and tbe railroad administration.
This action cleared the way for more
than TOO short lines to be taken under
the protecting wing of the Government.

Representatives of the rhort lines ss- -
soelallon had already agreed to the
contract.

U. S. CIVIL SERVICE

DOOM SEEN IN BILL

The Senate in putting through the
army appropriation bill adopted an
amendment which Is looked on In
many quarters as hostile to the civil
service system.

The effect of it is to mt'.;e perman
ent the appointment of temporary
employes of the Naturalization Bu-

reau and Service and cover them Into
the civil service.

Several Democratic Senators sup
ported the amendment. Senator Smoot
opposed It, and said the civil service
law might better be abolished tnan
to pick out one bureau after another
and shift the employes selected with-
out examination into the civil tn- -
Ico.

Senator Chamberlain declared If he
had to depend for clerical assistance
on the clerks certified to him by the
Civil Service Commission he would
resign his seat.

Senator Thomas said he fearea It
was the beginning of a concerted
movement of clerks and employes who
came here for the war period to make
their tenure permanent. He saw:

'Mr. President. I am not particu
larly concerned about the Civil Serv-
ice Commission. I share the view ex-

pressed by the Senator from Oregon,
In that I think in some respects It
ought to be abolished: but I fear
that this amendment is the beginning
otnvhat I am told is a concerted pur-
pose upon the part of the new em-

ployes of the Government to make
their tenures here permanent after
the war.

We have here at least 40 per cent
of employes who. I repeat, are not
needed at all. They are supernumer-
aries, even in this time of great ac
tivity; and It one may juuge irom wo
work which some of them'seem to be
doing, I have understated rather than
overstated the percentage. I have
been Informed from credible sources
that a movement began some time
ago an organized movement, hav
ing, of course, political power d'

it by which tho employes ev
erywhere now In Government serv-
ice, and who have been brought In
owing to the exigencies of the war,
are beginning tbey are not only, be-
ginning, but they began some time
ago. and tbey are continuing their
activities for tnat purpose.

"They are writing letters now,"
said Senator Smoot.

STIRS REPUBLICANS

The real Congressional campaign
began today with Republicans, ev-

erywhere planning "reprisals' on
President Wilson, because of his ap-

peal to the country for a vote of
confidence return of 'the Democatlc
Congress.

From the tameft campaign In
years, it became the bitterest over-
night. Declaring that President Wil-
son's appeal has removed all re-

straint from political discussion, Re-
publicans set out to prove their con-

tention that of the two parties, the
Republican has shown .a larger per-
centage of loyalty to the Adminis-
tration's war orocram and policies.

In. a- - formal state ment,cl Imaging.
manyrnours --or Diuer comment y
Republican members' of "Congress,
Senators' Lodge ana Smoot and. Con-
gressmen GlUett and Fess, declared
that the Republican percentage of
Administration sdpport on i7ar
measures was 72 per cent, compared
with 67 per cent on the part of
Democrats.

In this connection, the statement
rapped Congressmen Dent, Kltcbln,
and Clark. It declared tbe .Republi-
cans, if victorious, would replace Dent
on the Military Committee with Kahn,
'"to whom the Administration was
obliged to turn for assistance in the
first draft bill with Dent opposed; it
attacked Kltchln for his vote against
the war. and Clark for his remarks
on conscription.

ONT:R ES ASK

TRADE TREATIES

Nine Latin-Americ- republics are
ready to negotiate after-the-w- ar trade
treaties with the United States. It
was learned here today at headquar-
ters of the international high com-

mission.
Negotiations with Uruguay are un-

der way, the treaty having been
signed by Secretary of State Lansing
and Uruguayan Foreign Minister
Brum and ratified by the United
States Senate. It Is announced that
DrazII, Ecuador, Salvador. Nicaragua.
Panama, Peru, the Dominican Repub-
lic, and Haiti have notified the State
Department of their desire to take
up the agreements.

The treaties with the various re-
publics will be uniform and provide
trade facilities to assist business men
and commercial representatives oper-
ating tn Central and South America
and in the West Indies.

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LODGE AND SMOOT
HIT A T PRESIDENT

Senators Lodge and Smoot and Rep-
resentatives GUlett and Em, repre-
senting 'the leader In both houses of
Congress, and' the chairmen the
Senatorial and Congressional Cam-

paign Committees, held a .conference
yesterday regarding; 'President Wil-
son's appeal for the election of a
Democratic Congress, and then Issued
the following formal statement: ,

"Soma time ago the President said
'politics 'adjourned.' " ' HoV, in the
closing days of' the campaign de-
layed by the united efforts bt all
parties for the Liberty loan now,
when all public meetings have been
given up owing to. ihe Influenza
epidemic,, the President sends, out a
direct partyappeal calUnir-Bon- h's

countrymen ton vote for Democrats
because' they are Democrats without
any reference to whether such Demo-- 1

crats have been or are. favor of.
war measures, and have a war record
which deserves support.

"The voters of Michigan, ta take
example, are called upon

to support Henry Ford notorious for
tbe advocacy of peace1 at anpr price,
for his contemptuous allusions to the
flag, for the exemption of his son
from military service on .the sale
ground that he will blindly support
the President. The President Is
quite ready to admit that Republicans
are I loyal enough to fight and die, as
they are doing by the thousands;
loyal enough to take up great loans
and pay enormous taxes; loyal enough
to furnish Important' men at' no sal-
ary on some of the great war boards
In Washington. But they are not
loyal enough. In the President's opin-
ion, to be trusted with any share in
the government of the country or
legislation for it.

Pvpeeea la the Ileiue.
"If the Republican party controls

the House we can point out some of
the things they will do. They will
replace Mr. Dent of Alabama, at the
head of the Military Affairs Commit-
tee, with Julius Kahn, to whom the
Administration was obliged to turn
for assistance to take charge of and
carry the first draft bill against Mr.
Dent's opposition.

"They will put a Republican at the
head of the Ways and Means Com-
mittee as leader of the House, In-

stead of Mr. Kitchln of North Caro-
lina, who voted against the war.
They will give the country a Speaker
who did not oppose and would not
oppose draft bill, and would never
say, as Speaker Clark did. that "there
Is precious little difference between
a conscript and a convict."

"Although the Republicans of the
House are in the minority, they cast
more actual votes on seven great war
measures than the Democratic ma-
jority was able to do.

Reeord la the Seaate.
"What is the record of the Senate?

On fifty-on- e roll calls on war meas-
ures between April 6. 1917, and May
20, 1918. tbe rotes cast by Repub-
licans in favor of such measures were
72 per cent, while only 67 per cent of
the votes cast on the Democratic side
were In favor of such measures.
Does that record look as If we had
hampered hlra? The Republican party
In Congress has supported the Ad-
ministration policies since the war
with unanimity and an absence of
criticism unprecedented in tbe party
history.

"There are some domestic questions
where we should undoubtedly differ
from the course pursued by the Ad-

ministration. We should not, for ex-
ample, fix a price on the farmer's
wheat and leave the planter's cotton
untouched. Another domestic ques-
tion in which the Republican party
believes thoroughly Is economic

for the coming of peace, and
they are clearly of the opinion that the
Congress of the United States should
not be excluded from that great task.

Not UU "Personal War."
"This Is not the President's personal

war. This Is not the war of Congress.
It Is not the war of the Democratic
nor the ReDUbllcan party. It is 'the
war of tbe American people. It Is
more. It is the war of the United
States, of the allied powers, of the
civilized world against the barbarism
of Germany. In this great burden and

"If the Republican party Is entrusted
with power In either or both houses
they will do everything possible to drive
forward the war and hasten the day of
victory.

That
the Republican party In control of Con-
gress would do, for they have no friends
to shield. And they will do more. They
will give all the money to the last dol-
lar necessary to sustain our armies and
our. fleets, but they will check, the waste
now going on of the money, given .by
the most generous people; on (he face of
the earth.

The'Prealdent speaks of tho1 effect of
the electjon abroad, He says, thai there
they understand the meaning of elec-
tions They do, and they Will know that
If the Republicans have a majority in
Congress the war; will be pressed with
greater vigor than ever before. They
are quite aware that the power of the
Senate, Is equal to that of the President
in the consummation of peace by treaty.

Stands for Victorious Peace.
"They will know that the Repub-

lican party stands for a victorious
peace and the overthrow of Prussian
militarism. That knowledge 'will not
depress the spirit of our allies or
encourage the government of Ger-
many.

"The Republican party believes
that the question of surrender should
be left to Marshal Foch, to the gen-
erals and to the armies la. the field.

WAGE AND PENSION

BILLS FACE TIE-U-P

Government clerks and employes
who are anxious for the passage of
the McKellar pension and retire-
ment bill and the Nolan minimum
wage bill are becoming alarmed over
the parliamentary situation In Con
gress. especially In tbe Senate.

They fear that the opposition grad
ually is getting the parliamentary
situation so shaped that It will be
possible to prevent passage by the
Senate of both these measures, not
only in the present session but in
the short session to follow.

The latest development Is that the
revenue bill will not even be report-
ed by the finance committee until
after election. This means that
when the Senate reconvenes, follow-
ing election, all the rest of Novem-
ber will be taken up with the reve-
nue bill. It may not even pass tne
Senate until It Is time for the short
session to begin.

During the short session also there
will be a tremendous rush of ap-
propriation bills and war measures.

It Is obvious that the McKellar bill
cannot be passed before the election
recess, which is scbedulefd' to begin
October 29. But Just as soen as that
is over and before taking up the
revenue bill an effort will be made
once more to have the McKellar bill
voted upon.

As for .the Nolan bill, the first
requisite Is to get it referred In the
Committee on Education and Labor
to a favorable subcommittee. This is
the program on which Its advocates
are working.
